President Issues Neutrality Proclamation
Washington, D. C., Feb. 1a.A pro clamation of neutrality was issued by

President Roosevelt last evening. It v.- as drafted by So-retary Hay and sub¬
mitted this afternoon to Attorney Gen eral Knox. It was then taken to the
White House, where it received the approval of the President, who affixed his
signature and made it public.

Russia May Attempt to Get Black Sea Fleet
London, Feb. 12.It is now reported here that, in addition to attempting

to get Turkey's permission to run its Black sea fleet through the Dardanelles,
Russia is also trying to get Great Britain's consent to the passage. At the
foreign office an official statement was issued last night to the effect that
¦Russia had not broached this subject to the British government. It added that
if this should be attempted without asking permission the act would constitute
a grave breach of the treaty of Berlin.

Russian Admiral Reports the Damage Done
St. Petersburg, Feb. 12.The Czar to-day received a telegram from Viceroy

Alexiff describing the damage done to the Russian warships during the bom¬
bardment by the Japanese fleet at Port Arthur. It says:

"The Ciarevitch and Pallada were brought into the harbor Tuesday. The
Reviian is making temporary repairs to a hole. Repairs to the battleships are
so complicated that it is difficult to say when the ships will be ready. The
Pallada and Novik will be docked in turn and I expect thetn to be ready in a

fortnight. All the other vessels injured in the fight are now repairing and
coaling in the harbor. I expert them to be ready in three days."

It is officially announced that no news has been received here of the fight
at Chemulpo, the landing of Japanese or the blowing up of a bridge on the
Manchurian railway.
